At & moeoting of the city council a
contract from the North Platte Light
& Lower company was presented to
that body for lghting the , city of
North Platte in years to come,

The contract submitted by the elec-
tric company is such that it will have
to be voted upon by the citizens of
Platte and t will probalily
come up ss an Issue at the spring
election, The contract stipulates the
charge that shall be made for each
lamp of different candle power or its
its equivalent. The econtract prices
stipulated are the maximum charge
that cean be made by that company
and they are subject to change down-
wiard.

Mayor Evans will call a general
meeting of the citizens of the city for
next Tuesday evening, February 8th,
at the library bullding at which time
the matters relating to thiz contract
will be threshed out thoroughly by
the citizens of this city, At this time
all interested In this matter are urged
to be present and pregent their views
on the subject and it is hoped that
many will attend. There may be sev-
oral changes to recommend before the
contract can be put in shape for vol-
ing upon at the spring election and
nll are urged to come and talk before
it becomes an issue Instead of walt-
ing until thg time is past.

The Hghting contracts as prosented
are much cheaper comparatively than
the present aystem. At
city ia paying on an average of about
£19.80 for each thirty-two candle pow-
er lamp on the streetg, The contract
submitted stipulates the following
charges based on the yearly contract:
60 C, P, Imhtu. 22; 80 C, P. lights, $25;
100 C. P, lights $28; 250 C, P. lights,
£60; ‘ﬂll C. P. lights, $86. The pay-
ments are to be made once epch month.
